The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 21 : The prior art fails to teach or suggest a tension tent comprising: a 
plurality of fittings coupled to the inside surface of the roof of a shell in combination with 
a plurality of inner support structures, each support structure including at least two 
gussets, each gusset including a support member configured to couple with one of the 
fittings; and an outer support structure including exterior poles, guy wires, and stakes. 

Claim 41 : An arch support comprising a pair of vertical sections and a pair of 
curved members; an arch section including a pair of rafters, each having one end 
removably coupled to a respective curved member and the other end pivotally coupled to 
a respective gusset, a cross member between the pair of gussets; and, a support member 
attached to each gusset for coupling to one of roof fittings inside the shell.
